Cancellation of claim 2 has been entered. 

Claims 1 and 3-36 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims. 

Claim 16, lines 2-3, the recitation "at least 1% and at most 20%" has been replaced with 
the recitation - at least 16% and at most 18.2%-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 3-36 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
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glass which consists essentially of, as represented by mass percentage based on the following 
oxides, from 35 to 55% of PbO, from 15 to 30% of B2O3. from 4 to 15% of SIO2, from 20 to 44% 
of BzOa+SiOz, from 0.5 to 10% of TiOz+ZrOz+LazOa+TazOs, from 1 to 10% of AI2O3, from 12-20% 
of BaO, from 0 to 1% of Cuo and from 0 to 1% of Ce02. 

Regarding claims 3-5 and 10-20. claims 3-5 and 10-20 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1. 

Regarding claims 6. 8 and 9, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 6. 8 and 9. and specifically 
comprising the limitation of the glass consists essentially of, as represented by mass 
percentage based on the following oxides, from 35 to 55% of PbO, from 15 to 30% of B2O3. 
from 4 to 15% of Si02, from 20 to 44% of B203+Si02, from 0.5 to 10% of 
TiO2+ZrO2+La203+Ta2O5, from 0 to 10% of AI2O3. from 0-25% of BaO. from 0 to 1% of CuO and 
from0to1%ofCeO2. 

Regarding claim 7, claim 7 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 6 because of its 
dependency status from claim 6. 

Regarding claims 21-28, claims 21-28 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 8 
because of their dependency status from claim 8. 

Regarding claims 29-36, claims 29-36 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 9 
because of their dependency status from claim 9.
